PUERTA CABEZAS, Nicaragua, 
Aug. 9.— The first American marine 
offepsive against the Nicaraguan 
army of independence since the 


rainy season has turned back with 


the loss of one marine killed and 
three others wounded. 

Supported by bombing planes, 
the marine detachment was pro- 
ceeding by boat up the Coco river, 
which draifis the territory controlled 
by the troops of General Sandino, 
when a contingent of Nicaraguans 
intercepted their advance.

National Censorship of 
Papers 


. WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—An un- 
dereover censorship of newspaper 
editorials and news matter, carried 
on through an interchange of re- 
ports and influence among state 
propaganda directors of the elec- 
tric power interests, was disclosed 
in Federal Trade Commission rec- 
ords today. 

The evidence consists of a num- 
ber of letters sent by propaganda 
directors of the power trusts to the 
editors of different papers. One 
letter, from J. B. Sheridan, Mis- 
souri propagandist director, to a 
company manager in Missouri, 
reads: :

“Historic events do not take 
place outside human will; on the 
contrary, they occur threugh the 
will of human beings, through 
the class struggle, if we deal with 
class society. The will of a class 


self, however, is a factor determ- 
ining historic processes. If we 
do away with human deeds, with 
the struggle of classes, etc., we 
do away with the historic pro- 
cess as a whole.” (N. Bucharin, 
“World Economy and Imperial. 
ism.” p. 127).*
